WAR ON NEUTRALS 


Nov. 22. 

‘The sinking of no fewer than eleven ves- 
sels, Allied as well as neutral, through the 
‘illegal laying of mines by Germany has un- 
Moubiedly created a sensation throughout the 
world, for a completer demonstration of 
tite, "ruthlessness, and disregard for the 
safely of neutrals has never been given. As 
it has already been pointed out, Berlin has 
up to the present made no denial that this 
dastardly work was German, though the 
“Hamburger Fremdenblatt” weeps a few 
crocodile tears, describing the sinking of the 
‘Simon Bolivar as one of the saddest events 
Tin the course of the present naval war, and 
going on to say that the feeling of sympathy 
with the innocent victims of the disaster 
should at the present moment predominate 
over all other feclings. It was therefore, 
painful, the newspaper proceeded to say. to 
observe that Brilish. propaganda _secks 
to exploit the loss of that vessel for its own 
purposes. It is entirely beside the mark 
that the journal in question goes on to sug- 
gest that one or two British mines caused 
the explosions which sunk the ship, blaming 
the British naval authorities with’ ultimate 
responsibility for the disaster by reason of 
negligent conduct in laying the mines and 
Jeaving channels for the passage of shipping 
50 narrow that there was absolutely no 
guarantee for the safety of the vessels using 
them. ‘That is the first attempt to pin re- 
sponsibility for the tragedy upon the British, 
belated, disingenuous and completely lacking 
in all the qualities of conviction. It will be 
necessary for the Reich to think up some- 
thing better than the story that the British 
naval command is so lacking in common 
sense as to imperil Allied and neutral mer- 
cantile marine upon the activities of which 
Great Britain depends ’so much for her sup- 
plies. ‘The suggestion that Great Britain by 
indiscriminate mining is in fact secking to 
commit suicide is just the type of thing to 
bbe expected from such people as the present 
rulers of Germany who consider that any lie 
repeated often enough is bound in the end 
to stick. ‘That they are mistaken in the 
belief has been proved time and time again, 
but it never seems to be brought home to 
them that it is impossible to fool all people 
all the time. 

While it may readily be understood that 
this latest departure from the doctrines of| 
international law may be accepted as proof 
lof the growing desperation of Herr Hitler's 
position, and of the pressing need for him to 
force a decision as quickly as possible, there 
is also the primitive feclings of the Teutons 
to be taken into consideration, for if in this 
present war there is nothing essentially dif- 
ferent from those of a thousand years ago, 
that can readily be accounted for by a ref- 
erence to Mallet's “Northern Antiquities":— 

“The rules of justice, far from checking 
thelr prejudices, had been themselves warped

All this is 
not a case of atavism but of the persistence 
of ideas which the greater part of the 
civilized world has discarded long ago.

‘med up the contention is that as the neutrals 
fare in no position to defend themselves it 
really does not matter what Germany does 
to them,—might is right and the devil take 
the hindmost. 

Tt is when all this is realized that the full 
meaning of the contention that both Great 
Britain and France are fighting in defence of 

lization is appreciated. A victory for Ger- 
many would vindicate the doctrines which 
Mallet has set forth so succinetly, weuld lead 
to their being ap,"ed by force in Europe if 
not over much of the rest of the world, with

‘On the other hand there is no reason for

©f despendency: the several campaigns. of 
unrestricted submarine warfare were an im- 
portant feature of the last war, Nothing up 
to the present has happened at sea which 
was not witnessed in the last great struggle. 
‘Then German ruthlessness was an indication 
of the desperateness of the situation ; it is 
80 today, for even Herr Hitler would like 
to win. with clean hands,—if he could. 











REPRISALS IN ORDER 
Nov. 23. 
‘That the ruthless submarine war which 
is being waged by Germany against the 
Allies is likely to lead to the Reich becom- 
ing involved with the neutral powers is 
evidenced by the fact that the Nazi pro: 
paganda machine is wildly endeavouring still 
to pin responsibility for the sinkings upon’ 
Some malevolent British scheme to. bring 
about such an embroilment. It may be 
shortly said that such a development would 
not be worth the price which Great Britain 
would be paying in the loss of shipping, not 
‘only of her own, but that of the neutrals 
which have been carrying on a perfectly 
proper trade with her. Nor would it be 
ecessary, as it is suggested in Berlin, to 
embark upon any such foolish course ' of 
‘action to justify reprisals. Herr Hitler and 
his government have already done sufficient 
to justify the completest reprisals possible, 
and, if, in the past, Great Britain and France 
have refrained from taking full advantage of | 
their favourable situation to bring about 
almost a complete stoppage of Germany's 
‘external economy, it is precisely because of| 
the same reluctance to do so which was 
exhibited in the last war. If there is any 
criticism of the Allies to be made in this 
connection it is that up to the present they 
have failed to face the exigencies of war 
with the same brutal reality which has 
characterized the Hitlerian approach to them. 
That this is being forced heme upon them 
is one of the happier aspects of a sad state 
of affairs. The state of indignation, which 
has been created in Great Britain, and 
Franee, will in the long run prove ‘worth 
many uch Allied vessels as have becn lost 
‘over the week end, and  pyschologically the 
Germans have committed another of those 
blunders with which the last war was replete. 
With regard to the neutrals they are being 
brought to a realization that the wild men 
of Germany are completely reckless and 
devoid of any consideration for their un- 
doubted rights, caring not whem they may 
hurt so long as they damaye someone. 

‘The German falschoods over the sinking 
the stupid farce perpetrated 

high command in connee- 
tion with the Iroquois, the manifestly un- 
true claims of successes which they have 
not gained, and the general issue of lies, 
which Dr. Goebbels’ and his ministry have 
been industriously weaving, have all been 
grossly overdone, and the attempt to blame 
these latest sinkings on the British will fail 
just_as completely as have their other 
Of the sixteen ships which have 
been sunk neutrals have been heavily re- 
Presented.

It is of litte avail for him to 
litter nonsense about the Allied war upon 
women and children, when he docs not 
hesitate callously to ‘condemn such, regard- 
less of whether they are enemies or’ neutrals, 
to swift and sudden death by torpedo or 
mine, heedless of whether there are means 
at hand to ensure their safety, one of the 
humane provisions of international law. Mr. 
Chamberlain's condemnation of German be- 
haviour when announcing the proposed 
retaliation was studied in its moderation. As 
recently as September 17 Herr Hitler an- 
nounced his intention of observing the pro- 
visions of the Hague Convention, ‘That 
assurance has proved just as worthless as 
many of his others, and while the Allies 
will do all in thelr power to remain loyal to 
the provisions of that Convention, it has to 
be realized that Herr Hitler has decided 
upon war @ outrance, and within the limits 
of that document, it is the duty of the Alli 
to sce that he yets it in full. Outrage must 
be met with reprisal, whatever Herr Hitler 
tenders must be repaid in kind, but even 
then the well-known moderation of the 
Allies, as proved in the last war, may safely 
bbe reckoned upon to prevent. ‘them from 
adopting the evil courses which the head of 
the Nazi régime has s0 eagerly followed, 









































POOR PROPAGANDA 

Nov, 24. 
The mass of propaganda which the Ger- 
man authorities have liberated in connection 
with the bombing incident at Munich, and 
the illegal mining of areas in the vicinity 
of the English coast, which has wrought 
such havoc amongst ‘neutral shipping, and 
the counter-material which has been issued 
by the Allies present some interesting fea- 
tures, and, so far as the German case is 
concerned, food for cynical amusement. 
More particularly is this the case with re- 
gard to the mine-laying, for again the usual 
haaivete is being displayed. Tt will be re- 

amembered that the first reaction to the ne 
of the sinking was for the Reich to deny: 
responsibility for laying the mines, and to 
‘suggest that they were laid for some obscure 











reason by the British themselves. ‘Then as 
the German newspapers commenced to re 
Joice over the damage which had been in- 





Aicted, it was apparently thought desirable 
after all to claim authorship of the outrage, 
and endeavour (o justify what had been 
done, so that eventually there is the admis- 
sion that this act of criminality was German 
in origin, and exceution, ‘That was what 
was expected all alony, and Germany now 
stands condemned by the admission of her 
‘own authorities for this latest dastardly act 
in which the lives of innocent neutrals, 
women and children were imperilled and 
Tost. Tt is not necessary always to quote 
British authorities in support of the Allied 
ease, Havas quotes well informed French 
quarters which point out that the reprisals 
decided upon by the Allies are thoroughly 
justified as answers to German violations of 
mernational law and treaties. In August, 
1980, Germany signed the London ‘Treaty, 
which she subsequently ratified, whereby 
she pledged herself not to sink’ merchant

The undertakings present no 
ity for misconception for they are 
ly stated and well known in all coun- 
ies. Not every country has subscribed to 
them, but Germany most definitely did, and 
there’ is nothing on record to show that she 
‘ever denounced those agreements, 

Alleged competent German quarters seek 
{to justify this egal mine-laying by asser= 
tions that Great Britain has been casting, 
aside one international convention after an= 
ether, thovzh on the subject of 
are @ complete reticence is maintained, 
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fs then argued that because British naval 
vessels convoy British and neutral vessels, 
and seck to protect the trade routes, no such 
thing as a trade route in the original meaning, 
of the word now exists. Whatever may be 
the basis for such an argument in the pre- 
sent instance there is nothing to show that 
the neutrals in question were being con- 
voyed, or that the status of the routes they 
followed had at any time varied save in the 
mind of the Germans who had to find 
some sort of excuse for their wilful de- 
parture from the canons of humanity. There 
is also the argument that the methods: 
adopted by Great Britain somewhat alter the 
juridical aspect of countermeasures which 
Germany may take, and after admitting the 
necessity of notifying the localities in which 
mines are laid, it is sought to contend that 
the notification is only to be made when 
militarily permissible. This is bolstered up 
by the contention that according to the 
Hague Convention it is necessary to give 
warnings of minefelds only after their 
military” purpose has been achieved. This 
farrant ‘nonsense can be tested in a very few 
words. If notification need not be “made 
until military purposes are effected, namely 
the sinking ‘of the vessels for which the 
mines have been laid, then notification is at 
no times necessary, for that would be the 
‘completest possible notification in the sinking 
of the shipping, after which official notiflea~ 
tion is superfluous, It is imperative that 
mined areas should be notified immedi 
ately they have been mined, in order to give 
neutrals an opportunity of kecping away 
from them, and the fact that nothing was 
announced’ concerning these mines, is the 
clearest possible proof that the ‘Germar 
naval command wilfully ignored the obliga~ 
tions of its Government, and added but an- 
other example of submarine ruthlessness to 
their growing list of crimes. 

‘The mendacity of German propaganda 
stands exposed to the whole world in all its 
hideous nakedness. At first it was alleged 
that British mines were responsible for ‘he 
sinkings, later admitted that they were Ger- 
man and an attempt made to justify the 
rime, an abandoned lie, an admission whic 
was all along expected, and, lastly an at 
tempted justification by the use of argument 
based upon pure fiction. The Munich case 
is somewhat different. Georg Elser, arrested 
on the same night of the explosion, despite 
earlier protestations of innocence has been 
eventually broken down after a resistance 
which the Germans themselves describe as 
unprecedented. ‘Two alleged British agents 
have been arrested. And the stage is being set 
for another Reichstag fire trial. ‘The techni- 
que which the Nazis have adopted during 
these last six years has not varied in the 
slightest, It has with few exceptions been 
successful, and if poor Elsor has indeed con~ 
fessed, the world will guess exactly how it 
has been brought about.

Nothing up 
to the moment has transpired to dissipate the 
bolief that the whole affair was a put-up 
Job, and that by someone very close to Herr 
Hitler. It was not known until the day of 
the explosion that Herr Hitler was yoing to 
speak at Munich. Indeed it had been an= 
nounced that he would not. Why then days 
of preparation, which the Gestapo alleges, to 
blow up a man who was not apparently 
uoing to be present in the famous beor-hall ? 
Why did Herr Hiller depart from his former 
practices, and time table, usually followed 
upon this anniversary if it were not for the 
purpose of having the explosion but ensuring 
the safety of Dor Fuchrer! The whole world 
will echo “Why 2" but will be left to its own 
imagination {0 find the answer. Fortunate- 
ly there is but one. ‘The whole thing was 
4 Gestapo coup de thédtre, and it has failed 
of its main purpose.

‘hat the Netherlands Government. should 
have made representations to Gre 
relative to the trade reprisals planned 
Germany in retaliation against the German 
mine campaign, and that the Belgian Govern 
ment may probably do the same thing necd 
not have caused that surprise which it is re~ 
ported is felt in certain circles in London. 
‘Those two neutrals are in avery difficult 
position, and the probability is that the re- 
presentations, which have been or may be 
‘made, result’ from the enormous pressure: 
which Germany is bringing to bear upon 
them. For some considerable time now, 
since’ the commencement of the war, large 
forces have been massed along the Belgian 
\d_ Holland frontiers, warnings have been 
dressed to Brussels and ‘The Hague by 
Germany concerning the quality of the neu- 
trality they are supposed to observe, and if 
it is found that in an endeavour to ‘prevent 
themselves from being embroiled in this 
present struggle they may at seme 
other seem to be Ieaning backward 
{tempts to maintain the completest neutral- 
yy it need be no occasion for surprise. Such 
protests are not likely to influence the 
British decision to infliet reprisals upon the 
Reich for the institution of a ruthiess form 
of warfare which is at the present moment 
inflicting Just as much damage upon neutrals 









































‘a3 it is upon the Allies. ‘The decision to take 
action against Germany's export trade fol- 
lows along lines similar to those in the last 
war, when the same action was ultimately 
resorted to, and it is ‘only logical to expect 
that a nation which ignores all the conven- 
tions of war, conventions to which it has sub- 
seribed, should face the completest of re- 
prisals which, it may be incidentally re~ 
marked, contrast in legality with the’ 
legal behaviour of the nation against whom 
they are directed. In this connection the 
summing-up of the Belgian newspaper “Le 
Peuple” can with aptness be quoted “Nobody 
doubted that war would be inconvenient for 
neutrals, but the British Navy does not sink 
neutral ‘ships, or deliver their passengers 
and crews to the hazards of the sea. 

‘The position of the British Government is 
clearly laid down in that sentence which has 
been quoted from Mr. Winston Churchill's 
“World Crisis,” written before the war, and 
consequently somewhat of a forecast of ‘what 
might happen. “It is for neutrals to re- 
cognize that it is not practically possible, nor 
in neutral interests, to claim the maintenance 
of a situation which would deprive naval 
strength of all rights, while permitting 
naval weakness to indulge in every abuse. 
It is not to be thought that the British Gov- 
ernment ever contemplated the maintenance 
of a huge navy with the idea that it would 
willingly limit its lawful operations, and’ 
thereby discount all the advantages which a 
heavy outlay has secured, and so long as 
Great Britain pursues a policy utilizing to 
the full the advantages which she has 
acquired, but well within the canons of law 
and humanity, there can be no real grounds 
for justifiable’ protest. War is inconvenient 
for neutrals. But it is necessary for them 
to realize, as: undoubtedly they do, that this 
struggle is not the choice of the Allies, but 
has been forced upon them by the over- 
weening ambitions of Herr Hitler, which, if 
they fructify, will be to the enduring dis- 
advantage of the neutrals of Europe. It is 
only by an Allied vietory that they in their 
turn will be delivered from the menace that, 
fone day or another, Herr Hitler will hold 
them at the pistol point, and order them to 
stand and deliver whatever he may fancy 
he wants, Every sympathy must be felt 
with the neutrals who find themselves in 
present difficult conditions, but it needs to 
be remembered that whether they are 
ultimately embroiled or not tae Allies are 
‘fighting as much in neutral European in- 
terests as in their own. It is desirable as 
much for the Allies, as it is for those nations 
which are doing thelr best to. prevent in~ 
volvement in this fight, that hostilities should 
be brought to as early’a termination as pos- 
sible, and that in favour of the former. To 
neglect a very obvious method of legally 
striking at Herr Hitier would be the height 
af foolishness, and the fact that Great Britain 
has not taken this decision earlier is not to 
be taken as any evidence of hesitation as to 
its_ propriety. 

‘The Belgian Socialist party organ 
“Vooruit" remarks with justice that “protests 
from neutrals to the British Government are 
certain to come, but protests should also be 
‘made against German methods.” That has 
not up to the present occurred, but again it 
must be emphasized that even if Germany 
had not embarked upon this particular form 
of watfare, the Allics would still be lenally 
‘entitled to strike at their enemy wherever they 
may find her, A vulnerable spot is found in 
Germany's dire need for foreign exchange. 
She seeks to secure as much of that as pos- 
sible through her export trade. Exchange is 

















‘one of the sinews of war, and if the blockade | 


of German export trade’ can deprive her of 
‘most of it, then there is no reason why 
every effort should not be taken to enforce 
it.” It necessitates no breach of conventions 
or the dishonotring of commitments in the 
manner with which the Reich has now made 
the world so familiar, and while it may 
subject the neutrals to some inconvenience. 
much as that is to be regretted, it cannot in 
the circumstances be 
forbearance in this respect has been ex- 
hausted. ‘The German campaign against the 
Allies from the very commencement of the 
war has been marked with an unlawful 
ruthlessness to which even now the Allies 
are replying with perfectly legal methods. 
‘They have pledged themselves to do nothing 
‘else, and the fact that it is possible to meet 
German unlawful menaces by completely 
proper counter-measures leaves the Allies in 
| most enviable position so far as the judg- 
ment of posterity is concerned. That the 
neutrals affected by this latest decision will 
be inconvenienced as little as possible goes 
without saying ; that there must be some in- 
convenience can be taken for granted, but 
kiven good will on the side of the neutrals 
as well as on the side of the Allies, there is 
no reason why these reprisals should not be 
made effective without in any great degree 
diminishing the friendly feelings which exist, 
and should continue to exist between them,

vessels at thé door of Great Britain, they 
later not only admitted having done it them- 
selves, but sought to justify it by a number 
of wholly specious arguments, and even to 
glory in it. It is as well that this should 
be remembered for it affords a splendid test 
of German veracity, which must in the 
future cast considerable doubt upon official 
German assertions in the propaganda which 
they so industriously prepare for the decep- 
tion of the world. It does not sueceed, how- 
ever, for up to the present German activities 
‘along these lines have been so clumsy that 
they can only deceive those who hear but one 
side of the story, or others of very limited 
mentality. There can be no doubt what the 
findings of Holland, Italy and Japan 
be concerning the destruction of their ships 
last week, for Germany having admitted lay- 
ing the mines, and seeking to advance justi- 
fication for but another departure from the 
canons of civilized warfare, has clearly 
pleaded guilty, and it would be an offence 
to reason now to suggest that after all the 
sinkings were due to Great Britain to whom 
the loss of any and every ship which might 
bring her supplies is by no means a light 
matter, En passant it might not be inapro- 
pos to quote what a neutral has to say on 
the subject of German propaganda. ‘The 
American news magazine “Time” for Octo- 
ber 30 wrote “In Europe's propaganda war 
the Germans have, as might have been ex- 
pected come out second best. They often 
handle the art of communication clumsily. 
In War 11, when they have not been caught 
stupidly lying,—as when they insisted the 
Ark Royal had been sunk, even though a 
U.S. Naval Attache lunched aboard her 
and found differently-—they have artlessly 
suppressed information which would on the 
whole have done their cause good rather 
than harm. 
‘The spectacular total of ships sunk by this 
new form of illegal warfare should give 
rise to no inordinate fears, ‘There is not one 
menace in war for which a remedy has not 
been found, and it may with safety be ex- 
pected that as the Allies speedily got the 
submarine menace in hand, so also will they 
within a reasonable time succeed in dealing 
with this new threat. As it is, the element 
of surprise has undoubtedly reaped a sub- 
stantial reward, but that the enemy will be 
able to continue to do so now may be con- 
fidently doubted. The announcement of 
Allied reprisals against Germany's export 
trade has aroused some opposition in neutral 
countries, but it is in their interest that this 
war shall be brought to as early a termina- 
tion as possible and in favour of the Allies. 
Should it be otherwise the smaller neutrals 
will be the first to suffer extinction. The com- 
plete stoppage of all German trade whether 
carried in neutral bottoms or not, is one of the 
best means of bringing that result about. It 
may be safely assumed that the Allies will not 
abandon so powerful a weapon in reply to 
neutral protests, but that everything possible 
be done to minimize those inconveniences 
to which neutral shipping must inevitably be 
subjected. There was little activity on the 
western front, winter weather having ap- 
parently forced the opposing armies to the 
conclusion that for the time being they can 
only dig in, and, wait until Spring brings 
better conditions for fighting. Both sides 
jhave made flights over the other's territory, 
and so far as the Germans are concerned 
they have not escaped scatheless. There is 
every reason to believe that the confidence 
expressed on the western front that the 
Allies are superior to the Germans in the air 
is thoroughly justified, and that the Reich 
hesitate to force the pace, seeking rather 
to strike at the naval strength of the Allies, 
and to maintain their own strength against 
the time when economies force Herr Hitler 
to the peace conference table. There is 
much in the argument said to be preferred 
by the German command that it is better 
to have full military strength at such a con 
ference than to have it first destroyed by 









































the stories which came from 
Europe at the end of the week, that a German 
onslaught through Holland was planned for 
' November 11, and that the German com- 
| mand, realizing that Belgium would enter 
into the fray if Holland were attacked, un- 
derstood the perils attending such a venture, 
and gave the most urgent advice to Herr 
Hitler, whose knowledge of art is probably 
superior to his acquaintance with military 
precept, causing him at the last moment to 
abandon his plan. It is an interesting story 
carrying within itself all the indications of 
veracity, and it may be expected that as the 
months pass, further desperate plans will be 
concocted in the fertile brain of the Der 
Fuehrer, who finds himself in a situation 
which is becomming inercasingly serious, and 
which may indeed become tragic ‘even 
quicker than many people ‘think. Mean- 
while Dr. Goebbels’ quaint ministry is amus- 
ing the world with stories about the Munich 
explosion. Georg Elser and two British 
officials have been arrested, the latter two 
(having been kidnapped bya party which 








erossed the border into Holland, while they | 


were on a mission to receive some alleged 





bombing attempt on the life of Herr Hitler 
is just as much fiction as the rest of the 
story. The German propaganda machine is 
daily’ turning out what seems to be almost 
a serial story as lacking in conviction as it 
is in ingenuity, and the only conclusion to 
be drawn from the whole business is that 
thé enemy is laboriously laying the way for 
an attempt to murder Allied leaders, and 
seeking to set up a case that if such murders 
are committed they will be in retaliation for 
the alleged Munich becr-hall attempt, It 
will be noted that with the exception of the 
sinking of the Athenia and the sowing of 
mines in illegal areas, the German Ministry 
of Propaganda has the’ clumsy fault of signal- 
ting its punches, and if in this Munich story 
there is something far more sinister than has 
at present come to light, there need not be 
the slightest surprise. ‘To sum up, the sink- 
ing of so large an amount of shipping has 
been somewhat of a blow, but there has been 
no real deterioration of the satisfactory posi~ 
tion in which the Allies found themselves at 
the beginning of the week, 








BLOCKADE PROTESTS 


Nov. 28. 
That the protests of various neutrals 
against the Allied decision to apply the prin- 
ciples of blockade against German exports, 
even if carried in neutral vessels, should 
have created some surprise is not astonishing, 
though it must be remembered that the same 
process was adopted in the last war, causing 
ho small amount of friction, but nevertheless 
being enforced with considerable success. 
‘The blockade of Germany is justified by the 
fone main test which is always applied in 
these matters. If it is effective it is a per- 
fectly proper and legal method of prosecut- 
ing war. There is no question whatever 
that the Allied blockade is effective, for the 
German uproar at its application is 'the best 
possible evidence, Under the law of con- 
traband as it stood at the commencement of 
the last war goods primarily used for war- 
like purposes could be seized if going to 
enemy countries, so also might yoods which 
might equally be used for either warlike or 
peaceful purposes, while goods exclusively 
for peaceful purposes could not be seized. 
It was also the case that under the rules of 
prize law as laid down more than a century 
ago goods were not regarded as destined to 
an enemy country unless they were to be 
discharged at one of its ports. ‘The Ameri~ 
can prize courts, during the Civil War, found 
themselves compelled by the then existing 
conditions of commerce to develop the 
doctrine of “continuous _ voyage," under 
which goods proved to be ultimately intended 
for an enemy country could be seized even 
if they were to be discharged in an interven 
ing neutral port, It was made plain quite 
carly'in the last war that the restrictions 
placed in the way of inflicting on the enemy. 
the full advantage of complete command of 
the sea would deprive the Allies.of a power= 
ful weapon, and March, 1915, saw the Allied 
Government determined to ‘stop all ‘goods 
coming from, or going to Germany,—in fact 
@ general blockade,—which swept away all 
distinctions respecting contraband. Once 
the destination or origin of goods was 
established the power.to stop was complete, 
‘The definitions of contraband originally 
established by Grotius having thus been 
swept aside by the institution of an. effective 
blockade, the Allies adopted the following 
policy (1) German exports to overseas 
countries were almost completely stopped. 
Exceptions were made where a refusal to 
allow the export of goods would hurt the 
neutral concerned without inflicting any in= 
jury on Germany,—this may on this occasion 
provide a means’ of satisfying the require- 
ments of some of the neuirals who are pro- 
testing,—(2) all shipments to neutral coun- 
{tries adjacent to Germany were carefully 
scrutinized with a view to the detection of a 
concealed enemy destination, Wherever 
there were reasonable grounds for believing 
that to be the case the goods were detained 
and submitted to the decision of the Prize 
Courts, and (3) efforts were made to intro- 
duce a system of rationing which would 
ensure that the neutral countries concerned 
only imported such quantities of articles as 
‘were normally imported for their own con= 
sumption. This policy, it will be noticed, 
based upon the doctrine of effective blockade, 
was designed to subject neutrals to as little 
inconvenience as possible, and it speaks well 
for the toleration displayed by them on 
that occasion that, while there was undoubt- 
edly considerable friction at frst, the scheme 
worked satisfactorily, and in the end con- 
tributed greatly to the defeat of the enemy, 
The doctrine of continuous voyage works 
both ways. If goods going to a neutral port 
may be in fact destined for Germany, so may 
goods in neutral bottoms for export to 
other parts of the world have originated 
in that country, and’ to permit them 
thus to reach the outside world would in 
fact be reducing the effectiveness of the 
blockade by approximately one-half, and 
rendering it unjustifiable in the light ‘of its 
chief test.

Anti-British Acts 
In North China 


Peiping, Nov. 

ing the last few days there has 
been a recrudescence of anti-Brilish 
posters and streamers. in the streets 
of Peiping. ‘This was slightly sur- 
rising, seeing that less than a fort- 
‘ight ago all anti-British posters on 
public. buildings were removed, in- 
eluding the huge” sign in Chinese 
characters reading “Down with Bri- 
tain” over the Heavenly Peace Gate, 
the central gate of the Forbidden 
City, which by an excess of enthusi- 
‘asm’ was it up with electrie bulbs 
‘at night, 

Whether the removal was due to 
“high polities” and instructions from 
‘Tokyo, or to the nowadays so com- 
mon internal dissensions among the 
various Japaneso authorities, the anti- 
British movement appeared to be 
‘dying down here and its Chinese up- 
holders to have lost interest. This 
may also be due to a third reason. 
For it is an open secret that there 
hhas been ‘a great leakage of funds 
of the Anti-British Society (or what- 
fever the correct name may be). 

‘Large sums were being constantly 
squandered on merry dinner-parties 
‘and pienies “to consult on the neces- 
sary measures to be adopted,” while 
still larger sums, it is said, had even 
been directly embezzled, until the 
Japanese controlling the movement 
‘even with the unlimited resources of 
the Federal Reserve note-issue at 
their disposal) had lost patience, and 
hhad cut down the monthly allowance 
for anti-British activities from $20,000 
toa paltry $500, 

‘Thereupon, as was only to be ex- 
pected, the “spontaneous anti-British 
movement” had no longer. any. at- 
traction for the Chinese who lost all 
interest In what has now become 
such a very uhproftable kind of 
business. Some observers ascribe 
the fresh outburst of anti-British 
posters to the simple fact that a 
Targe quantity of these posters, which 
hhad been ordered when funds ‘were 
abundant, have suddenly been  dis- 
covered, and it was decided that they 
might ax well be used, rather than 
allowed to go to waste. Whether 
this is the true reason or whether the 
outbreak betokons another of those 
innumerable changes of the Japanese 
policy. doubtless the next few weeks 
‘will show, 


Delays at Tientsin Barriers 

In Tientsin, anyhow, there has 
been no letting-up of the anti-British 
movement, The world has apparent 
ly become so used to the “blockade 
of the British Concession, that one 
hears little about it these days. But 
actually, though stripping and. face- 
slapping are no longer the order of 
the day, the scarchings, delays and 
other petty annoyances inflicted on 
‘all those who wish to pass the bar- 
Fiers are just as bad as ever. This 
would appear to have quite a definite 
and localized reason. For” the re- 
Strictions on the entry to and exit 
from the British and French Conces- 
sions in Tientsin have now become 
nothing more nor less than a very 
profitable “racket,” to use a modern 
American term, ‘It is said that the 
police at the barriers collect as much 
‘88 $10,000 a day (some estimate as 
muuch as $50,000.) from Chinese and 
from their vehicles, entering oF 1eav- 
Jing. the Concessions. 

Every Chinese trying to pass the 
barriers is charged a few cents ; those 
bringing in vegetables or other f0od- 
stuffs ag much as $1 a time: and the 
more a person is willing to pay, the 
quicker he is allowed through. When

“we hate war’ (I repeat 1), and we 
will stay out of this war—if that is 
ossible, with Ronour, without filing 
In_our duty. 

‘Very reluctantly at times, America

fer’ Shanghai, to his subordinates, 
‘A statement issued by the Mayor's 
office yesterday declared that since 
‘the inauguration of the Mayorship of 
the City Government of Greater 
'Shanghal, Major Fu has tried his very 
‘Fest to adjust the diplomatic relations 
with different powers and has ma 
Ja great, success. So, almost all the 
diplomatic Embassies and Consuls 
‘residing in Shanghai have realized 
Major Fu's difficulties and, from 
time to time, expressed their heart 
felt understanding and appreciation. 
Based upon mutual co-operation they 
ure working together to improve the 
friendly relations and to attend the 
mutual benefit. Thore is no doubt 
that the prospect of the City Govern~ 
nent is unimaginable, 
Jn order to pay due respect to the 
treaties and to assure the full pro- 
fection of the rights, Major Fu has 
ordered the Bureau of Police to strict~ 
ly obey his order that those nationals, 
of different powers who are subjected 
to the Consular Jurisdiction ‘by trea- 
tlos with China are not allowed to 
be. dotained without cause. Mayor 
Fu's order is stated as followings: 
‘This order is to be given to the 
Bureau of Police and its subordinates. 
Sineo the City Government of Great- 
fer Shanghai is crowded with nationals, 
of different powers and reside in 
‘ifferent places, any national of the 
Iriendly nations who has made any 
breach ‘of Police regulations or other 
commitment within the territory.

Paris, it is common knowledge, is 
recognized as the centre of Russian 
emigration, In connection: with. the 
present war, the Russian National 
Committee in Paris has published the 
following statement; "The unheard-of 
duplicity. and eynicism shown by the 
Soviet “Government in signing an 
‘agreement with the German Reich 
ft the same time that conversations 
With the great democracies were pro- 
eeeding in Moscow, must at long last 
make patent the’ actual siate of 
faffaits to all who had'any illusions 
in the matter and reveal all the per- 
fAdiousness of the international Com: 
munlst government at present en- 
trenched in the Kremlin, 

“But we Russian emigres who think 
along national lines and have for 
more than 20 years reilerated to the 
world the true situation in Russia, 
cannot, now more than In auy other 
Ume, Tet world-opinion confuse Com- 
munist chieftains with the Russian 
people. 

“It would be unnatural to presume 
that the Russian ‘people, a nation 
deeply honest and ‘honourable, im- 
possibly patient, highly patriotic and 
now enslaved ‘by the Soviet yoke 
‘and constantly exposed to the threat 
‘of death, ean have anything to do 
with the’ Iles, the erimes and the 
betrayals of a government which was 
entrenched in” Russia by Germany 
‘nd which had the latter's moral and 
material support, 

“Communist power was installed in 
Russia by forces antagonistic to her, 
Russian intelligentsia who had no 
time to emigrate were constantly per- 
seeuted and destroyed by that power. 
We, who have the generous hospital- 
Hy'of countries where we found re- 
flge, and the uncounted millions of 
‘our ‘brothers and. sisters. remaining 
in Russia under the inhuman yoke 
‘of the Soviet slave-drivers—we all

Murder of Japanese

‘Shanghal, Nov. 25, 
Gambling by robbers was indirectly 
responsible for the killing of Mr.

Rickshaw Man Killed 
In Crash with Lorry 


‘Shanghai, Nov. 27. 

A rickshaw puller was’ killed. and 
‘a soldier of the East Surrey Regi= 
ment. suffered severe leg injuries 
early yesterday morning near the 
western perimeter ina head-on 
rash between a rickshaw and a 
‘small British military lorry.

The War : 
Defence of Versailles 


To the Editor of the 
"Nowsu-cuma Datty News” 

—1 was interested in the letter 
published in your issue today trom 
Imranriat ano Nevrnat, 

Interesting as it is, as putting for- 
ward the point of view of a neutral, 
and of course controversial, it 1s 
Futher on a side issue that I beg the 
favour of your courtesy to draw 
attention.

Wlonably exereised upon Belgium. 
Alone in Its financial clauses was the 
Versailles ‘Treaty a stupid document, 
by Its intention of giving the Allies 
a blank cheque on Germany's 
resourecs as reparations, However, 1 
‘am not aware that German vilifleation 
fof tho treaty Is based on these 
nancial clauses, as they were never 
in fact fully operative, being nulll- 
led by German astuteness. On the 
other territorial and armament 
lauses—the main body of the treaty 
“Tecan find no complaint. 

‘That the treaty failed in its purpose 
{s but too plain today, but the blame 
{or this is not in my opinion due to 
any inherent iniquity In the treaty 
ilself, but Is due to quite other 
causes. 

‘Yet it must be conceded that the 
great bulk’ of world opinion today 
Tooks upon the Versailles treaty as 
‘an unjust Instrument, a “dictate!” In 
other words, what three-quarters of 
the world thought. proper and justi- 
Mable in 1920, nine-tenths of the 
world now think the reverse.

Sim—There are Ave possible meuns 
change of. or remedy to, a situ 
ion of international importan« 
namely, conquest, compulsion, _chi- 
canery,, revalution and evolution, 
Conquest means war; compulsion 
or chieanery may lead to tt 
So may revolution while evolu- 
tion as @ pacifle means requires co- 
operation and: implicitly resolutely, 
‘observation of law and” order. ‘The 
ost of human progress varies with 
the sdoption of one of these means, 
Such means as are now adopted by 
Germany and Japan are antiquated 
although they are operating accord- 
Inge to. some” results of modern. in 
vention and discovery. In the light of 
history the consequences of either are 
war waged. by Germany or that 
waged by Japan can be foretold. 

‘What the war in Europe or over 
here may cost. to humanity ingen 
jeral and to the nations directly In- 
Volved in particular will not end with 
the war llself. ‘There are direct cost 
‘and "indirect eost and” the latter 
Tatgely immaterial may even increase 
after ‘the war “actually” ceases. to 
‘operate, Whether’ the cost ean be 
minimized or reduced depends, upon 
how peace 1 to be brought back. 

And the war itself must bring 
about a "new" situation. Of course 
to maintain the changed, or “newly 
created” situation is "new" pro= 
Diem in itself. Again there are five 
possible means to a solution; namely, 
by conquest, by compulsion, by chi- 
eenery, by revolution and by evolu- 
tion, At the same. time one. must 
well recognize that the new situation 
will Become old almost. immediately 
‘and that there will arise demand and 
necessity for change of or remedy to 
it, ‘The two sets of means may come 
to crush. Then nothing can be cer- 
tain oF secure. 

It Js evident in the Far Bast that 
those in. the control of Japanese 
power polities which have to do with 
the war against China do not, think 
‘oF talk about the cost of “victory! 
which they are s0 sure to secure, “for 
Japan,” except what they want China 
‘and the Chinese to pay In every, un~ 
Timited way. Tt is, therefore, certain, 
fs one may observe. that the cost of 
Human progress is thereby bound to 
inerease’ so much unnecessarily. 

At present the Japanese Premier, 

al Nobuyuki Abe, declares, that 
“Japan morally holds the leadership 
of Bast Asia". Not cynically retort 

, but truly responding, one imme- 
diaie question is: what leads to. the 
‘cadership? What does it mean? 
Where-to docs it lead? Who follow 
and who ‘acknowledge it anyway? 
While actions speak louder”, than 
words, the world hears from 
and. the Japanese no Idea of 
ship, but a kind ‘of domination or 
monopoly, And the index of Jay 
jese domination is glaring enough to 
overshadow any elaborate show 
Which. the General may. prefer to 
attempt anytime, 

What a well-meaning crite docs 
hope to see is indeed, that there shall 
bea leadership in the Far Eastern 
Asia. Whoever can assume the 
ieadership must be tolerant, just, 
faithCul, magmanimots, farsighted, re 
sourceftl, and patient enough. In 
other words, leadership among na- 
Hons in'Asia as among Individuals 
ina community implies tolerance,

Sm,—While not on the Committee 
of thls Asscelation, Tam considerably 
Interested in thelr’ work and T am in 
touch with their activities, T was in 
the chair at the frst pubile meeting 
of- tenants, 

‘One notable result of the forma- 
tion of the Association is that due 
to the activitios of the tenants, they 
have been able to force landlords— 
‘or perhaps it might be sald that 
Tandiords. have agreed—to reduce 
thelr rentals so that the known 
saving to tenants on a few houses is 
in the neighbourhood of $3¢0,000 per 
annum. How much has been saved 
to tenants indirectly because land~ 
lords who are watching the situation 
know that they’ eannot get away with 
‘excessive charges, can only be guess~ 
fed al, but when’ landlords see the 
result’ of the work of the Tenants’ 
‘Association they are certainly going 
to be a little cautious, 

Te might be argued that it is wrong 
to consider that the landlords are 
the only people to blame in the: 
existing situation, ‘but in this. con~ 
nection. there Is ‘one argument. to 
Dring forward, At a recent meeting 
of & British. organization, reference 
was made to the work" that this 
organization ‘and the S, M,C. had 
done whereby. the Shanghai Chamber 
‘of Commerce had agreed to provide 
8 Court of Arbitration free of charge 
fo sottle rental disputes, As far 
Tam aware, not one case has. y 
‘been heard by this court of arbitr: 
tion, ‘This isnot the fault of the 
tendnts, as on more than one occasion 
landlords have point-blank refused 
to consider any arbitration although 
It was proposed by the Association, 
‘They insisted on thelr pound of 
flesh in full measure. Whether they 
got it or not can be told you by the 
Tenants’ Association who fought, 

T think that It has been abundantly: 
proved that the Tenants" Associa 
hhas dono excellent work, It th 
were a larger membership they 
would be still more powerful, It 
would seem only right that those 
who have profited even indirectly by 
the fact of such an association being 
{fn existence. should enrol themselves 
as mombers, Prospective members 
should send thelr names "to. the 
Secretary, 45 Garden Apartments, 

‘There seems to be one more field 
Jn which the. Tenants’ Assoelation 
might do ood work and this is in 
the question of the sub-letting — of 
houses “at exorbitant rates, » This 
practice bleeds’ the poorer people 
Who occupy one room’ but have to 
Pay rentals out of all. proportion to 
the value of the accommodation 
obtained, “There Is, for example, 
‘one person who rents a house {oF 
$18 and sublets it room by room for 
$90 to sub-tenants who are in des 
porate conditions financially, 

‘The Munleipalities have s6 far not 
come forward with any action but 
it docs not seem right that they

It fs evident that the cheapest thing

hissed by the Council. ‘This dismissal 
ppears to have based upon certain 
charges preferred against him within 
the framework of the Rules and Re- 
ulations governing the Conduct of 
Pollce Omeers of the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Counell, adopted March 15, 1930, 
felling forth’ the procedure and dis.

‘The several charges against the police 
officers concerned were heard by the| 
police trial oflleer jointly and at the 
fame hearing. Speeifcally, the fourth 
charge against Kelly was heard in 
conjunction with the Atth and sixth 
charges against the other officers con- 
eerned. Kelly was not named in the 
fAeih and sixth charges. ‘The evidence 
taken in the Joint hearing is said by 
the defendant Council. to justify the 
findings on the several charges 
agalnet the respective police officer 
defendants. 

‘This Court has very carefully 
‘examined the charges made against 
the petitioner Kelly, and the evidence 
in the ease as shown by the récord. 
It has carefully ‘weighed the argu: 
ments of counsel, and in reaching its| 
decision it has sought to do substan- 
Mal and basie justice, not alone by 
way of assuring the protection of the 
Fights of the petitioner Kelly as an 
Individual, but also from the view 
point that ‘adequate and effective 
powers must be lodged in. and main- 
fained by the Council In ils exercise 
of disciplinary control over the con- 
uct and administration of its police 
force. 





Right of Employer 
‘The petitioner Kelly entered into 
the peeformanes of his duties under 
the terms of-his contract of employ- 
mient by the Couneil which set forth 
‘and enumerated his fungtions and, in 
8 general sense, by lts*nature, con~ 
templated the performance thereot in 
‘a manner satisfactory to the Counell 
‘and consistent with ihe rules of con- 
uct as prescribed by administrative 
Yegulations adopted” from time to, 
time by the Couneil or its officers. 

"The Court agrees with the con 
tention of the Couneil that inherent 
Ina contract of employment is the 
Fight of the employer to discharge 
the employee. Such discharge may 
bbe with oF without cause unless the 
cireumstances disclose that such 
pbsolute and basle right to discharge 
hhas. been limited, ‘or restricted, oF 
Fotulated, by adopted rules and’ re- 
ulations ‘which have been either ex- 
pressly or by construction incor- 
porated in and made a part of the 
contract of employment.” In such 
fease—and it Is believed that the em- 
ployment under consideration falls 
within such classifeation—it may not 
be asserted that the employer » still 
enjoys an absolute right and power 
fof discharge, ‘The employer has 
voluntarily relinquished certain ele- 
‘ments of Such power, and has agreed 
‘by Implication’ in tho contract that 
he will be bound to exercise his 
power of discharge only in accordance 
With ond under the terms of the 
rules and regulations adopted. 

Confilet in Testimony: 
‘The Court is confident here that the 
Council's power to discharge a police 
ofMicer is controlled and regulated by 
the substantive and procedural pro- 
visions laid down and promulgated in 
the Rules and Regulations of March 
15, 1990, and. that diselplinary. mea- 
‘sures taken by the Council must be 
In accordance with the prineiples set 
forth in such Rules and Regulations. 

Tt remains to be seen, theretore,| 
whether the proceedings as conduet- 
ed by the officers of the Couneil in 
the instant ease conform to and faith- 
fully obsorve the Rules and Regula- 
tons under whieh the petitioner Kelly 
was charged and was dismissed from 
the police force. 

‘With reference to the first three

Judge Wu 
did not take the state of “feeble 
mindedness” on the part of the ac- 
cused into consideration but explained 
that he based his decision mainly on 
the wrong way of the woman leading. 
her romantic life. Mr. Loh told the 
reporier that there might also be y2t 
‘another chanee for Heymann to have 
hhis prison term further reduced be- 
cage afler four years" imprisonment 
‘2 “conditional release” may be pe 
tioned if his conduct is good. 

During the various hearings 
court, it was revealed that Heyman 
‘was ‘practically completely sold by 
his married sweetheart, who more 
than (wo years ago was his hou: 
‘maid while in Germany. ‘They fell in 
love in Germany but the woman later 
was married to Vasen and same to 
Shanghai with her husband as re- 
fugees. She telegraphically asked 
Heymann to come to Shanghai while 
she was on the point of divorcing her 
newly married husband. When 
Heymann finally arrived afler sacri 
ficing everything in German 
found out that the woman’ was. in 
love with a fourth man, said to be 
young and rich. 

As Heymann came to China only 
‘pecause of her, he naturally beceme 
jealous and angry and his pat 
Feached a breaking point 
Of this year when he killed hee by 
‘lashing her neck with a razor in a 
house tn “Avenue doWtre where they, 
lived together once after his arrival 
in Shanghai. Heymann tried suicide 
Bur did not succeed and when the 
police arrived they found both bleed- 
Ing. profusely.

Some of the staunchest upholders of 
solute American impartiality in the pre- 
Fent war have urged that the United States 
should seize the opportunity provided by 
ranee and England having their hands full 
in the struggle against Nazi world domina~ 
tion, to take over the possessions of those 
‘countries in the western hemisphere, Some= 
limes an effort is made to defend such a 
point of view by saying that the territorial 
possessions of those powers would compen- 
sate the United States for the non-payment 
of war-debts but frequently even this hollow 
excuse is omitted and the annexation of 
foreign territory is urged on no higher 
grounds than expediency and self-interest. 

IL might be noted in. passing that such 
a policy is directly contrary to the stated 
principles of conduct aid down by the 
United States on frequent occasions. Armed 
intervention for the collection of debts has 
bbeen practised in times past at the expense 
of Latin American countries, but this parti- 
‘cular form of “dollar diplomacy” has been 
roundly condemned for many years and 
foreign nations have, teo, been warned that 
the use of armed force in the westen hemis- 
phere to settle such matters as property con- 
Miseation or debt repudiation would not be 
(olerated by the United States. 

One of the outstanding advocates of this 
idea is Col, Lindbergh. In a radio speech 
fon neutrality, partly inspired by Mr. William 
Castle, Under Secrotary of State in the Hoo- 
ver Administration, the famous fier not only 
advocated seizure of the British and French 
West Indies “to compensate for their debt,’ 
but even denied Canada the right to follow 
an independent foreign policy of its own. 
Have Canadians “the right to draw this 
hemisphere into a European war simply be- 
cause they prefer the crown of England to 
‘American independence ? asked Lindbergh— 
presumably meaning by American independ 
ence “dependence on America.” This cur- 
fous philosophy was summed up in a phrase 
reminiscent of German demands for “living 
room.” He declared, “This western hemis- 
phere is our domain.” 

‘This desire to profit by the occupation of 
the allies with their life and death struggle 
3,000 miles away to gather up a few uncon~ 
sidered trif_es near the United States’ coast 
was one which would be better associated 
with a lone vulture than with a “Lone 
Engle." But Lindbergh was not alone in his 
suggestion. ‘There is an astounding com= 
pany of politicians and columnists who seem 
to agree with him. During the course of a 
single day's debate on neutrality three 
Senators spoke in favour of such a policy 
while hardly a day passed without at least 
one Senator throwing out the suggestion. 

Sonator Lundeen for example was anxious 
‘on great October 14, an isolationist-imperialist 
field day, for “the armed forces of America” 
to seize the West Indies in order to restore 
the “good strong red-blooded affirmative de- 
mocracy” of Jackson's day. “If such a thing 
were done,” maintained Senator Lundeen, 
“not a shot would be fired. They are pretty 
busy on the Western Front, at the West 
Wall, the Siegfried Line and the Maginot 
Line, ‘They are pretty busy in the Old 
World. ‘They are not going to bother us over 
here. ‘Mighty America must rise to the posi- 
tion of defending her own rights here in 
the western hemisphere. ‘The islands to 
which T refer are American. islands. ‘They 
should be American bases for our naval 
raft and aircraft. We should have them 
in our possession. ‘The American flag, should 
fly over them in the’ West Indies skies. 

‘Senator Danaher, a Connecticut Repub- 
ican of Irish extraction, agreed with the 
Farmer-Labour Senator from Minnesota, “If 
‘our diplomacy should move as Great Britain's 
diplomacy has moved in the past, at the very 
east we would remove the territories and 
the islands which are necessary to our de- 
fence from the possibility of an ultimate 
peace putting such islands in the hands of 
fan enemy,” he said. He unwittingly paid 
tribute to the friendly nature of British rule 
in this remark and acknowledged that the 
enemies of Britain were also potential enem- 
{os of the United States. But this realization 
has never ehanged an isolationist trom his 
fixed conviction that the only course for 
America to pursue is strict impartiality be- 
tween her friends and her enemies. 

Senator Reynolds who comes from the 
debt-defaulting State of North Carolina in- 
terjected into the day's debate a bright new 
idea—"if England wants to liquidate her 
obligations, she might arrange with the 
Canadian Government as suggested by the 
able junior Senator from the great State of 
Kentucky (Mr. Chandler) 10 convey us a 
strip of land from Seattle through Van- 
couver and British Columbia northward to 
the Alaskan line fay 50 or 100 miles wide. 
‘Then we could go ahead in earnest and with 
enthusiasm with the construction of the 
great Pan-American highway.” 

‘Three speeches of this character in one 
aay proved too much for Senator Wiley who 
asked, “Is it possible that the underlying 












































idea is to feed buncombe to the people for 
home consumption?" ‘There were, as the 
Congressional Record put it, “Manifesta- 
tiens of applause in the galleries” when the 
Senator made this suggestion. 

Emnest K, Lindley, a columnist chiefly 
noted in the past for his defence of the New 
Deal and his biographies of the President 
wrote that Lindbergh “said no more than 
has been thought by every American 
patriot who has wished to keep the New 
World out of the chronic struggles for 
power in the Old World.” A native of 
Kansas. Mr. Lindley shows that the Middle 
West can be as imperialistic as the Atlantic 
‘or Pacifle Coast. Once let any foreign 
power holding territory in the western 
hemisphere get even unfriendly and the 
United States should use military force, he 
believes. This applies to British, French 
and Dutch alike. “If any of these three 
European nations should exhibit signs of un- 
friendliness we could and: probably would 
fact at once.” 

But the acquisition of these islands would 
be merely the hors d'auvres to the American 
Imperialist feast. There were a number of 
outlying territories which would be neces- 
sary for American defence, “These outlying 
points which would be necessary to the 
defence of this hemisphere on the Atlantic 
side include the Azores, and probably the 
Cape Verde Islands (both Portuguese) and 
Greenland and Iceland (both under Den- 
mark) which are the northern stepping 
‘stones across the Atlantic.

‘The best reply to this type of nonsense 
was made by “Jay Franklin” a columnist 
with a sense of humour. He gave a parody 
of the type of speech heard so frequently 
@uring the neutrality debates. The senior 
Senator from the "State of Utter Confusion,” 
spoke: “America hates dictatorships and the 
hearts of our people beat with sympathy for 
France and England. So of course America 
must keep the arms embargo, and be very 
careful to give no help, neutral or other- 
wise, to England or France or any other 
country, which is likely to be required to 
defend ‘itself against dictators. 

“America loves peace. America has a 
horror of war. Never again shall we send 
our boys across salt water to die on foreign 
soll. Rather than that, let us send our army 








conquer Bermuda. Let us show our moral 
disapproval of European power politics by 
jumping in and taking the allies western 
hemisphere real estate when their back is 
turned and they are fighting dictatorship, 
which we all abominate, on the Magino! 





‘But not Canada. Let us keep our hands 
off our great friendly neighbour to the north. 
Let us not annex them. They grow wheat 
and mine is a wheat-raising state. Besides 
they have an army and might fight, and as 
you know, we must never fight with anyone 
who is in'a position to defend himself. And 
in conclusion allow me to repeat my detesta~ 
tion for the methods of the dictatorships in 
attacking weak and isolated nations.” 

‘A more scholarly refutation was provided 
by Mr. Walter Lippmann. The United 
States was by far the strongest power in 
the western hemisphere : “The other peoples 
will never willingly accept our protection if 
they have reason to suspect that they must 
submit to our domination.” ‘The spread of 
Imperialistic ideas in America must be 
checked or American relations with hitherto 
friendly powers will be poisoned, Mr. Lipp- 
mann argued. Morcover if any effort were 
made by the United States to detach 
Canada from the British Empire it would 
be resisted and resented because “if Canada 
Separated because we asked her to separate, 
Canada would become in fact, if not in 
hame,-a protectorate of the United States. 
Being a nation of 10,000,000 to our 130,000,- 
000 the position of Canada would be like that 
‘of Cuba.”
